Well, he won the bet — 
because his submarine stayed down longer. 
The only trouble was that he never came 
up lo collect, because the very collision 
whereby he had attempted lo put Fred out 
of the running opened the plates of his own 
craft, and all aboard perished by drowning. 
And so it was that Fred won his Mary, and 
lived to become one of America's greatest 
pioneers in underwater craft. His contribu- 
tions were legion, paving the way for much 
of America's later progress, culminating in 
the mighty atomic submarine itself. Which 
was quite a record — for a man whose first 
crafi had lost a historic bet!
